Ji may ie¢:m a Varedox, but ic 
is certainly a ‘Truth, that Ex- 
trerres are net far diftant, efpe- 
cistly with regard to vulgar Opision, which 
once dicovering ifelt wrong in holding the Af- 
firinative of sny Quetion, iimediarely lays held 
of the Nega ive fer Trath, witheut ever think- 
ing of the middle Path, though it be, gensrally 
fyeaking, her Station. In the Reign of King 
Henry VAI. there was no Peint leis in difpuce 
than the Piety of founding and endow ing reli- 
giows Houles. In the Reign of Harry VIII. 
there was no Puint of Wifdom more generally 
o, than the pulling down and detlroying 
them. Cardinal Wlfey led the Way, bur, 1 
humbly conceive, with more Prudence than dif- 
covered itfelf in the Conduét of his Followers; 
for he took care that the Rc venues of fuppreffed 
Monafteries fhou!d be converted to other public 
Vies; whereas, on the general Ditlolution ot re- 
ligious Houles, what had cncoursg d Luxury 
ana Idlensfs ameng the Monks, Was given fo 
gratify the Avarice or Ambition of great Men; 
whic mighe have been better beftow'd etther on 
the Heirs .f tho'e who had been the Foundcrs 
of fuch Houtes, or, by public Sule, the Produce 
of the Lands might fave been applied to Works 
of general Utility. But this Mater isover, ant 
Jam far from expedcting, or even of defirirg, that 
i fhould be reviewed : The Reafon 1 mennon it 
is, b.cau‘e of late there have been loud: Cla- 
mous railed againft our public Scminarics of 
Learning, as ir becaw’e, like all human Contri- 
vances, they are fubject to Abuit, they oughe 
therefore to bz taken away; but, with une 
Leave of our State Surgeons, Amputation 1s not 
the firft, bur the lat Recourté, at lealt among 
audent and charitable People, who have ro 
dea ot cutting «ff a Hand, becsufe a Felon ap- 
son ove of iis Fingers 5 or of chopping off a 
to prevent the Inconvemences that may 
flow from a br kea Skin. 
I vo very readiiv edinit, that if ir could be 
wed, as I have fien heard it afler.et, that 
Lecatinc and Drinking sre he main A rricles ot 
Univerfi:y Eiucation, Univerfitics might. well 
be taken away. Bur I prefiame, the Wiidom of 
our Anceftors, who not only founded and en- 
dowed Colleg2s, bur alfo appeisted them Sta- 
tutes, the great Reputation of thele Academies 
in forme: ‘Times ; and the general Ettcem they 
are yet in throughout all the Couct: ies of Exvepe, 
except thoi in which they are firuate, may 
entitle then to a fair Trial before they are con- 
demnedi, and fecure ‘Len from Conviction on a 
Prefentment only, from a grand Jury of Crizics. 
lam petfuaded, that their moft violent Enemies 
ure thofe who are leet 2cquaimted with them; 
and that if any Gentleman of Parts and Learn- 
ing will go to ci:her ct the Univerfities, and 
thew no Difpoficion either to Smoaking or 
Drinking, he will quick!y find Companicns of 
another Tafte, whofe Converfation will con- 
vince him that the reigning Abufes in cur Uni- 
verfizies proceed from the general Corruption of 
the Age, ard not at all from the Nature of thof 
Etteblifhments, whicii are as much calculated to 
promote Sobricty and Virrue, as Wifdom and 
true Religion ; all of which mutt grow our of 
Fashion before it can be thought for the pub- 
lic Intereft to treat Colleges like Monafte. ies, 
and thefe who ftudy io them as the Succeflors 
of lazy Monks.

I x Now very well that an Opinion has been 
propagated, that thee Foundations are uielets, 
evca tuppoting they adhered to the Principies of 
their Intiszu:ion; bur chat is built upon another 
O, inion, which has not hitherto been generally 
received, viz. That Learaing itielf is uléle’s, 
and that Scholars are not halt fo beneficial ro a 
State as Plowmen; bur till this be proved ic is 
tobe hoped the Hypothefis built upon ic will 
not take place ; and that thefe Scholars will be 
allowed to enjoy what in Virtue of the Rights 
of a free Pcople hath been bequeathed to them, 
as well ss thof who are not Scholars, and who 
en‘oy all rhe reft of the Eftates in thefe King- 
doms under no better Titles than theirs, Theie 
are Matters of great Confequence, and, as 
fuch, ough. to be carefully handled. If new 
Oj inions were to be carried into Execution as 
foon as they met with a pretty general Recep- 
tion, it might be of very dangerous Conte- 
quence ; for, according to the preicnt Di‘politicn 
of Youth, I am afraid a Parent of ThreefCore 
might be thought to have as indifferent a Title 
to his Eftate as a College; and for the fime 
Keafon, becaufe, like irs Members, he mskes no 
Noi‘e or Buftle in the World, but is contented 
to live quistly, and mind what he takes to be his 
Duty. . 

Yer admitting, for Argument-fake, that a 
mere Scholar is a mere Drone, which I pre- 
fume is the chief Argument for driving him out 
of lis Hive, as a Perfon who can contribute 
nothing to the public Service ; let ene of thee 
Smarts inform us, Whom he takes to be uftful 
Membeis of the Com:mon-wealth? Undoubiedly 
he will admit, that a Hert orddive Farmer and a 
Batterfea Gardener are of the Number ; becaufe 
to the Onc he owes the W hite-bread at Break fatt, 
and to the other the lovely Afparagus atgtup- 
per: Bur then let me remind him, that though 
thefe Things are now in the Hands of the 
lFfarmer and Gardener, when his Father was at 
the Univerfity, they had not reached the Know 
ledge of either; but chefe Scholars and t cic 
Pupils, thefe ufelefs Hum-drums, who are now 
eltcemed Pefts of Society, were hammering out 
thofe Propofitions from whence thefe practical 
Advantages have been Acduced, in the U iver- 
jicies out of which you would turn them. Nei- 
ther ancient nor modern Improyers of Agri- 
culture and Gardening have been Peafasts or 
Labourers, but Gentlemen and Scholars ; fuch 
were Sir John Evelyn, Mr. Uf orldige, De. Piet, 
Mr. Ray, Mr. Nourfe, Mr. Afortimer, Dr 
Bradley, and many others. The Communication 
of learned Obfervations and Difcoveries, and 
the profecuting of thefe in Experiments, was 
commenced by Dr. Wilkins and his Friends, 
abour, or a little before, the Reftoration, and 
this at the Univerfity. The great Lord Bacon, 
from whom thefe knowing Men drew their firft 
Lights, and Mr. Cowley, ftom whom they took 
their Plan, both received their Education at 
the Univerfity. To their Endeavours, under the 
Royal Aufpice of Charles I. who founded a So- 
ciety for propagating of ufeful Knowledge, thofe 
mighty Improvements were made, which have 
raifed this Nation to fo high and flourifhing a 
Condition as it is now; in that Condition which 
has provoked our half ‘Thinkers to imagine that 
Univerfitics are ufelefs, and thar. Knowledge 
may be either plowed or dug out of the Earth 
by Peafants, rather than found by lazy Book- 
worms maintained by the Public only to read 
and think. 

Bu r there is another Topic of Complaint: 
Trade is univerfally allowed to be the grand 
Support of thefe hiigdaves and of what Ufe, 
cry our Youngfters, can the Univerfities be to 
Trade? This ts an Obje€tion.of fome Weight : 
Cambridge, and Oxford, are both Inland Places , 
they know not much of the Exchanges in any of 





the Colleges ; fewof the Fellows know any thing 
of Barter, tho’ there may be here and there one 
who can work the Rule of Three. But, to be fe- 
rious, if the Nation depends on Trade, Trade de- 
pends on Navigation, and Navigation depends o 
much on Learuing, that what bas hitherto been 
done in it, hata proceeded intirely from Scholars; 
and what is flisi wifhed and expeéted, can only be 
expected from them. Ic is not likely that cither 
a London Scuiler, or a Weft-country Bargeman, 
will difcover the Longitude; and though it 
may be crue, fuch as Butchers and Bakers have 
attuined great Skill in the Mathematics, as I 
could particularize if I thought fit, yet they 
have attained it by reading the Works of Men 
who fludied at Univerfities, and who could not 
have compofed thofe Works if they had not 
Rudied there. What I have offercd is not deep 
or fcholaftick ; if it had, thofe for whofe Ute 
I write ir, wou'd not have underftood it, Ir is 
light and eafy, fit for the Faith and Conception 
ot aFree Thinker, who, though he may admit 
that Two sn 4 Two make Four, yet would exprefs 
fome Doubt, whether the adding Three would 
make $ ve : 4 and if one talked of producing Ten 
by adding Three more, would cry out Unin- 
tclligib'e Myftery! Pvieftcrafe! and perhaps 
knock one down as an Enemy to the Freedom 
and Pleafure of Mankind 

Wits refpec& to Theology, Hiitory, and 
Metaphyficks, | am content that they fhall ttand 
on the fame Fvot with Mautick, Dancing, and 
riding the great Horfe; and I hope our Wits 
will allow the Profeifors of thole out-of-the- 
way Sciences in the Univerfity, to enjoy their 
Salarics, as long as they pay the Matter who 
teaches them tine Fiolin bello, to cut Capers, and 
to manage a Barb. Every Man has his Pica- 
fure, and every Man likes rhofe who think That 
Pivafuce whica be thinks fo; and theréfore, on 
th: very Princiles of the Beau Monde, Univer- 
fities ought to be left as they are, while there 
are Pseple who take Pieafure ia the Sciences 
taught theres; and if the prefeot prevailing 
Spirit of contemning thote Sciences fhould go 
on, they wili be forfaken of courie, and the 
Colleges once empty, 1 am not — their 
being curned into dancing or riding Schools, as 
it fhuil pleafe the fprightly Generation in whofe 
Days this Alteration fhall happen. If, Mr. 
Freeman, you are fo good to publith thefe 
whimiical Thoughts of a dreaming Cantab, you 
will furnifh the Wits with fomething to laugh 
at, and oblige

CCOR DING co Letters trom Fenive, 
they have Advice from Conftantinople, 
dateu the roth of March, which fay, that the 
Rebellion in Afia increafes every Day, that 
30,000 Turks who were detach'd to reduce the 
Rebels to Reafon, had been beat with the Lois 
of about Sooo, and that the Bafhaw of Babylon 
was likewife in Rebellion againft the Porte, 
on which he defign’d to make himfelf indepen- 
dant. °Tis even {aid there’s a Connivance be 
tween the faid Bafhaw and Kouli Kan, fo that 
"tis a queftion whether the latter will keep the 
Peace with the Grand Seignior. In fhort, by 
all their late Letters from Conftantinople, the 
Affairs of the Porte ay not = ‘ ey ane 2 
advantegious as ro juftify their haughty Conduct. 
They fe, that The Bxoongle of the Bafhaw of : 
Babylon, has induced the Inhabisancs of Natolia .

nior, and that “Troops have been fent againtt

Letters from Vienna mention Advice from 
Tranjilvania, that a dangerous Caufpiracy had 
been difcovered, which had been form'd by fe- 
veral Gentlemen of that Province in favour of 
Prince Ragotski. Tie Prince Lobkowitz, who 
commands there in chief, having fome Sufpicion 
of it, caufed the Baron de Lazer, the Head ot 
the whole Intrigue, to be arrefted, who there- 
upon difovered feveral of his Accomplices, of 
whom no lefs than 13 Barons and 2 Counts, all 
Proteijant Gentlemen of the Province, were ar- 
refted Weare affured that the Defign «f the 
Con{pirators was to join Prince Ragorski, and 
to facilitace the Turks Entrance into Tranfil- 
vania, on the Fronticrs of which a great Num- 
ber of them were actually aflembled ; bac ‘tis 
expected that this fortunate Dilcovery will en- 
tirely difconcert the Projects of that Prince and 
his Adherents. 

Tine Prince of Saxe-Hilburghaufen is arrived 
at Vienna from his Government of Comorra, to 
marry the Princefs Viétoria de Soiffons, Niece 
and Heirefs of the late Prince Eugene, who is 
about 58 Years cf Age. This Marriage was 
for a long while in Treaty, tho’ all the time an 
intire Secret to che Publick, and even to feveral 
of the Miniflers. Mean time che PrincefS 
Victoria has made hin a Prefetit of a fine Sword 
which the lare Emperor Leopold gave to Prince 

gEugene afier the Victory at Zanta in Dalmaiia. 

The faid Princefs has alio given the Prince {e- 
-veral rich Jewels. And on the 6th Inftant 
the faid Piince was married to the Princefs 
at Hoff, 8 Leagues from Vienna, a Seat of the 
late Prince Eugen:, near the Danube, in the 
‘Prefence of che Great Duke of Tufcany, and 
his Brother Prince Charles, the Vele Marfhal 
Count Philippi, General Diemar, and feveral 
other Onfice:s and Perfons of Diftinéticn. The 
Bridegroom was born the 29th of September 
1702, O. S. and the Bride the 3d of the fame 
Month 1683, tho’ fome fay "twas in December 
1686. His Name is Joleph-Mary-Frederic- 
William-Hollandius of Saxe Hilburghaufen. 
"Tis faid this Princes has fettled all her Ettare 
upon the Prince for his Life, if he furvive her, 
on c ndition that it fhall go to the Houfe of 
Auftria, in cafe he die without Iflue. The faid 
Prince {3 has al‘o piven the Emperor her Uncle's 
fine Library for a Penfion ot 12000 Crowns. 

Among other Particulars relating to the Sur- 
render of Ufitza, they fay, that the Bafhaw who 
command:d at the Siege, having fent Word to 
Captain Lefner, that if he did not furrender at 
Diicretion, he would hang up both him and his 
Garifon ; the Captain fent him our for Anfwer, 
that he was not yet fo far reduced asto fubmir 
to fuch Terms, and that he was refolved to 
perith with all his Garifon, if he could not ob- 
tain a good Capitulation ; and that upon this 
couragious Anfwer, the Bafhaw, charm'd with 
theCaptain’s Bravery, granted lim honourable 
Terms, which however the Captain could not 
fign becaufe he bad received fo many Wounds, 
and therefore he made his Lieutenant fet his 
Hand to the Capitulation in his ftcad. This 
brave Officer, who we hear is arrived wich his 
little Garifon at Sabacz, is to be promoted to 
the Rank of a Colonel. 

Tis faid that the Turks, after having had 
feveral Repulfts from the Prince de Lobkowiiz, 
Commander in chief in Tranfilvania, had at laft 
penetrated into one of the Territories of the 
faid Province with 40,oco Men, and that ano- 
ther Body of the Turks, confifling of above 
30,000, had paffed the Save fome fmall Diftance 
from Belgrade, from whence the laft Leiters 
fay, they made great Ravages in the Flat 
Country. 

The Velt Marfhal de Konigfegg, Prefident 
of the Council of War, having affifted, by the 
Emperor's exprefs Order, at a Seffion of the 
Committee of Inquiry into the Affair of the 
Count de Seckendorff, the Talk of his Countefs’s 

eturn to Saxony is now quite over, as well as 
the Defign of removing him to another Lodg- 
ing, for which Reafon “tis believed that his 

Affair will foon be determined. 





The Emperor being informed that fome fo- 
reiym Merchants had befpoke 300,000 Sabres to 
be made at Suhl in Thuringia, for the Use of 
the Turks, his Majelty has fent Orders for feiz- 
ing and confilcating them. ; 

The King of Prufiia’s gth Daughter, viz. 
the Princefs Sophia Dorothea Maria, Wife to 
the Margrave of Brandenbourg Schwedt, was 
delivered there laft Tuciday fe'nnight of a 
Princefs. 

The Advices from Leghorn fay, they have re- 
ceived Letters from Baftia, with an Account 
that the Deputies of the Malecontents have de- 
clared to the French General there, that the 
Corficans will never fubmit to the Republick, 
un els his Matter will leave Troops enouzh 
always in the ifland to protect chem againft the 
Impofitions of the Genoefe, &c. 

They write from Turin, that the King of Sar- 
dinia ‘crupies to accede to the Treaty Reve n 
the Emperor and the King of France, before 
the King of Spain has acceced to it in Form. 

Letters of the 27th ult. O.S. from Madrid 
fay, a Courier arrived there upon Lady-day from 
Sir Thomas Fitz Gerald, the King of Spaiu’s 
Minifler ar Loadon, with a Copy of the Mer- 
chants Petitions to the Parliament, complaining 
of the Depredations by the Spanifh Guarda 
Coflas; aod that next Day Mr. Keene, our 
Plenipotentiary, received another Expre{s from 
London, who travelled it in lef than 10 Days, 
and brought another Copy of the faid Petitions, 
and, Advice of the vigorous Refolutions taken 
thereupon by the Parliament. The Difpatches 
brought by this Exprefs were fo many, that it 
took up Mr. Keene the greateft Part of the 
next Night to examine and take an Account of 
them for the Information of the Court. Ac- 
cordingly Mr. Keene, who had not been at 
Court tor a good while, went the very next 
Day, viz. the 27th ult. O. S. to Bucn Retiro, 
where he had a long Conference with the Mar- 
quis de !a Quadra, Secretary of State. "Tis ad-

throwing t'e {aid Letter into the Court afore- 
faid, the Mayor likewife has promifed 501. 
more to the Perfon making tuch Difcovery ; 
which Rewards are ro be paid on the Conviétion 
of the Offender. 

_The faid Letter was without Dutz or Name, 
direéted to the Kight Worfhipful Nach. Day, 
Eq; Mayor, and addvefl’:d in the Words follow- 
ing, viz. * May it pleafe your bufi: Worthip, 
‘ to be fo kind not to trouble yourfelf about 
whar you caila Riot on the Wear as muci: as 
you do; ifyour Worfhip doth moleft any Per 
ion, we that did break the Windows of that 
wicked Creature’s Hoafe, wii certainly do ycu 
the tame Kindnefs and fomething worle the 
fir Opportunity, we doth not queftion will 
be in alittle Time: We think ic Juftice to 
ferve her fo, and your Worthip worie, if you 
doth not hold your Peace. 

‘ And, I pray, accufé none wrongfully ; if 
you doth, it fhail be——=Fire to you." 

An Incendiary Letter, dated at Lavgharne, 
the 7th of March laf palt, having been fent by 
the Poft, directed to John Philipps of Kilgetty, 

Eq; Carmarthen, threatni: g» That in Cafe he 
ftood Candidate for Common Council-man of 
Carmarthen, he fhould not enjoy it a Year in 
Peace, and warning him to take Care I-ft his 
Brains be knock"d out, his Blood licked by 
Dogs, his Houle fet on Fire, and his Friends 
murchered ; His Majelty, for the better difco- 
vering and bringing to Juftice fiz Author or 
Authors thereot, has been pleafed to promife 
his molt gracious Pardon to any one of them 
who fhall difcover his Accomplice or Accom- 
plices, fo as they or any of them may be ap- 
prehended and convicted thereof. 

And as a further Encouragement, the ‘aid 
— Philipps hath promifed a Reward of Fifty 

ounds; the Mayor and Common-Council of 
the County Borough of Carmarthen. a Reward 
of Thirty Pounds, and the Rev. M. Anthony 
Rudd, of Carmarthen, a Keward of Twenty 
Pounds ; to be teverally paid to the Perfon or 
Perfons making fuch Diicovery as aforefsid, upon 
the Conviétion of the Offender or Offenders.

The Houf: was new-builr, 
not ye finifhed quite twelve Months, 
and the Furniture emirely new; to that the 
Lofs fuftained on this Occafion is computed at

| pointed to examine into the Cautes of the 
prefent notorious Immorality and Prophanenefs, 
beg Leave before they report to your Lord- 
fhips, what Progrefs they have made in that 
Enquiry, to obferve, that an uncommon Scene 
of Impicty and Blafphemy appeared before 
them, wherein feveral Perfons muft have been 
concerned : But by reafon of their meeting late 
in the Seffion, they have not been able ro pre- 
pare a full and fatisfa€tory Account thereof for 
your Lordfhips ; however, they think ic their 
Duty to lay it before your Lérdfhips as it hath 
appeared to them: That bc fore the Conclufion 
of the Seffion, fome Meafures may be taken to 
put a Stop to the Spreading of thefe Impieties, 
which it is to be hoped in the next Seffion of 
Parliament, your Lordfhips will be able, b 
proper Laws and Remedics, wholly to extingui 
and prevent for the future. 

The Lords Committees have fufficient 
Grounds to believe, (though ne dire& Proof 
thereof upon Oath hath yet been laid before 
them) thax feveral lcofe and diforderly Perfons 
have of late erected themfelves into a Society or 
Club, under the Names of Blafers ; and have 
ufed Means to draw into this impious Society 
feveral of the Youth of this Kingdom. 

What the Practices of this Society are,
